The former lessees of the Daily Leader 
organized the Daily Independent with 
leading bankers at its back, and the or- 
ganized labor subscription amounting to 
about $500 was turned in to this paper by 
a subscription promoter. It is still 
running under the Point Richmond 


heading, though the postoffice is now 
Richmond.
